the Turks’ Invasion in 1922. 


‘The family, along with all 
other Greek  sottlers, . were 
ruined by the Turks and forced 
to flee the country, Aristollc 
escaped arrest with the help 
of the American Censulate who 
Aisguised him as a satlor and 
put him’ on a US, destroyer 
bound for Greece, 


There he helped to negotiate 
for the release of his father 
and eventually the family was 
reunited.

War surplus deals greatly in- 
creased his shipping (he “bought 
16 surplus war tankers and 
freighters for as lttle a 
20,000,000 dollars) and went on 
to Duild up a whaling flect.

for bread as tt In-clough, prolongs 
bread freshness and having ex- 
ecllent «transparency — enables 
buyers to Judge the toaf by its 
evust. At the same time It costs 
no more than waxed paper. 
‘The original basic problem in 

» producing a machine to poly- 
thene wrap bresd. wis that 
of sealing, Gumimed labels were 
both expensive and. awkward 
ond heat sealing posed extreme 
technfeal diMeulties. In vlew 
of the fact that the gauge of 
material that had to be used had 
a low melting | point the tem 
perature of any henting element 
bad to be extremely — precise. 
This problem was solved by 
using an electronic temperature 
control, temperntures of welding 
units being controlled to within 
half n degree Centigrade, 

The actunl welding operation 
in the machine js carried out in 
a trough formed by three cons 
veyor belts—one ‘horizontal ond 
two vertical—down which he 
Jooves’ move sideways. The 
wrappers are dab welded before 
reaching the trough, uniform con+ 
tact on the irregular and resitient
